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MILITARY CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 


Warning of future bottlenecks in the $5,800,000,000 military construction program 
adopted last month by Congress, Glenn Stanton, President of the A.I.A., proposed 
to the Department of Defense a plan: to use smaller architectural offices, and to 
use firms in non-defense areas. He also pointed out the advantages of recognizing 
architectural pools’’ and called for positive action on the part of the government 
toward breaking up construction into packages suited to the capabilities of smaller 
offices. It was further recommended that the work under the construction program 
be spread by permitting design to start on authorized projects without waiting for 
appropriations. This suggestion is a feature of the new bill.

Design contracts are already being negotiated by the field offices of the defense 
services. 


The military construction program includes hospitals, schools, offices, labora- 
tories, and related buildings in all parts of the United States, Alaska and overseas 
bases. It is intended to replace worn-out, temporary camps and facilities and to 
put the defense establishment into permanent structures. Our Chapter President, 
Mr. Francis Keally, has sent pertinent letters to the individuals and offices con- 
cerned with the distribution of architectural assignments in or near New York.

iIOUSING 


Henry S. Churchill, Committee Chairman, feels that housing has not been subjected 
to rigorous analysis as to function and rational use in the same way that schools, 
hospitals and some industry have been. His committee plans to do something about 
it. They will endeavor to determine the major influences which have caused the 
shift from single-family houses to dense multi-family structures, the progressive 
diminution of space within the dwelling, the social and economic implications of 
congestion and the needs and requirements for family shelter in a healthy society.

Their policy is 
to plan activities so as to appeal to both older and younger members and to arouse 
interest in the National A.I.A. Convention to be held in New York City next June.

BUILDING CODES 


The Building Code Committee has forwarded their comments to the Architects’ 
Council of New York City on the recent rules proposed by the Board of Standards 
and Appeals in regard to WalerRrocens of multiple dwellings. Interested members 
should get in touch with the Board of Standards and Appeals before the rules are 
formally adopted. 


Reissuance of approved plans for new multiple dwellings filed before September 1, 
1951 will be subject to review by Commissioner Gillroy in the light of amendments 
to Sections 63, 102, 144, 146, 148 and 149 to the Multiple Dwelling Law. 


A recent Building Department ruling in regard to window access to fire-escapes in 
6-story non-fireproof multiple dwellings is on file in the Chapter Office.
